The  War  Food  Administrator,  pursuant  to  clause  (2)  of  Section  32,  Public  Law 
No.  320,  74th  Congress,  as  amended,  hereby  offers,  subject  to  the  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth,  to  make  payments  to  manufacturers  who  divert  tobaccos 
from  the  normal  channels  of  trade  and  commerce  by  processing  them  for  manufac- 
ture into  nicotine,  salts  of  nicotine,  nicotinic  acid,  nicotine  amide,  fertili- 
zer material,  insecticides,  and  such  other  byproducts  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
War  Food  Administrator. 

1.  The  tobaccos  diverted  must  have  been  purchased  not  later  than  June  30,  1944, 
in  the  continental  United  States  by  the  manufacturer,  at  prices  not  higher  than 
those  approved  by  the  War  Food  Administrator,  or  his  authorized  representative, 
from  tobacco  growers,  tobacco  cooperative  marketing  associations,  tobacco  mar- 
keting corporations,  tobacco  dealers,  or  such  other  tobacco  marketing  agencies 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  War  Food  Administrator  or  his  authorized  representa- 
tive. 

2.  Such  payments  to  manufacturers  will  be  made  at  a  rate  equal  to  the  differ- 
ence between  the  price  paid  per  pound  for  tobaccos  of  U.S.  types  21,  22  ,  23  ,  24, 
35,  36,  and  other  approved  types ,  which  price  must  not  be  higher  than  the  ap- 
proved purchase  price,  and  2.5  cents  per  pound  for  tobacco  analyzing  less  than 

3  percent  nicotine  content,  3.5  cents  per  pound  for  tobacco  analyzing  at  least 
3  percent  but  less  than  4  percent  nicotine  content,  and  4  cents  per  pound  for 
tobacco  analyzing  4  percent  or  more  in  nicotine  content,  provided  such  rate  of 
payment  shall  in  no  case  exceed  12.5  cents  per  pound.
